at Peredlav# There is no mention of Ukraine as a heper ate nation, and nil subjects 
are tought on this line. When aakad about teaching of Hryohevaky, subject doubted 
it will be done* for the reason that Hryohevaky is considered "nationalists . On 
the whole Eastern Ukraine has been under kuosian rule for so long that it is almost
